STATE OF SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


' Preliminary estimates of the principal items relating to the 
Becondary industries or the Gtate for the vear ended 30th June 1938 are 
issued herewith. They are subject to revision but may be taken as 
approximately correct. 


Since 1931-32, the year of lowest levels, there has been a steady 
annual improvement in the Secondary Industries of the State and the year 
1937-38 continued to show such substantial progress that, in general, 
the past year can be considered one of the best on record. 


The output selling value at the factory of all work done during the 
year is estimated at £36,700,000 (£34,528,176), the cost of materials, 
fuel, light, power, &c. used being £22,500, 000 (622,256,615). ~The ware 
of production which represents the value added to materials &c. as a 
result of treatment is estimated at £14,200,000 (£12,271,563). There 
were 4,500 (50 57.10) persons including Working Proprievors employed on 
the average over the whole year and who received €8,500,0C0 (£7,518, 239) 
in Salaries and Wages. 


The totals for the principal items in each year since 1932-33 are as 
follows :=

A brief analysis of 400 returns of establishments, each with an 
output value of £10,000 and over reveals that 278 showed increased 
productive activity for 1937-38 over 1936-37, and 122 showed less« 
Industries recording the largest increases were — Motor body building, 
Engineering, Agricultural Implements, Ironworks, and Smelting.
